@ strong opinion. against the system.. He 
would not enter upon the bad moral effects 
ofthe system, as the views on that head 
had already most able exponents—the Lord 
Bishop. of Victoria, and he believed the 
whole olergy in the Colony of all denomina- 
tions, boing entirely épposed to the gambling 
licouse, It tind’ besu said that it was utterly 
impossible to atop gambling altogether, and 
the same might-be said of any other crime 
or evil practive; but ‘that could certainly 
never form any sigumént for doing away 
with. the police altogether... A good deal 
had been said of late abont the grent effi- 
ciency of their Police, and if such really 
were ‘the case, he considered that, with the

It 4vas an unfortunate thing that there were |

They had some indireot statistics of the 
gambling itself, and-of the -profits made 
thereat. If the tax to be paid annually by 
the Gambling Farnicr to the Goyerument 
is $260,000 to $280,000 and the per centage 
or fee exacted from the player by the Farmer 
| be keven per cent, that sum would necessn- 
rily represent a gdmbling capital: of some- 
thing ‘like $4,000,000, °-Mr. ‘Taylor had 
placed the income of thé Gambling Farmer 
at $500,000, and at 7 per cent it would re- 
quire a capital of $7,000,000 before such a 
profit could accrue to the Farmer. Hw put- 
these. forward as approximate figures only, 
but the larger the estimate the.woree it ap- 
peared for thé trade of the Colony, -Pro- 
bably somo: of the other gentlemen. would 
give their own exporience ; and ho would 
conclude by seconding the motion, ., - 

Mr Bosman said that he had thought 
over the gambling: licuuse ‘affair, and- had 
no great faith in native information ou the 
subject. When the question was first 
mooted, he was ‘asked ‘by « very influential 
Chinaman tb use his influence’ to got him 
the gambling farm ; but then it was disco- 
vered That he could siot get. the’ farming; 
the native then became bitterly opposed to 
gambling. Thete.was no doubt that gam- 
bling had e bad effect on.the-Colony, as it 
had everywhere else; but bribery in the 
police aud the use of spies.were also bad, 
tn regard to. the cases mentioned by Mr 
Elitcheock, ho cited: instances of very. large 
defaleations which had occurred in London 
aud Parja by men who were not: gamblers ; 
aud he did not. see that the existence of a 
few small defalcations ‘in a trade so exten- 
sivevas that. of Hongkong,’ proved the evil 
effects of gambling in any remarkable man- 
uer.. He did not think thatthe Chamber 
ouglit to take official notice of the gambling 
license; he would rather have licensed gam: 
bling than corrupt police. At least, they 
ought to obtain. more statistics, and be bet- 
ter prepared to discuss the subject before 
they should go into the matter at all. He 
would propose that 4 Committee should be 
appointed! to get information, ‘fwo of the 
members of which might be against gambling 
and two of-a different opinion, so that evid-. 
ence might be thoroughly ‘sifted, The 
speaker then proposed the following amend- 
ment :—''That before expressing: an. opi- 
nion as to the effect of licensed gambling, 
this Chamber should appoint a. Committee 
to make the necessary Inquities aa to the 
injury caused to the trade of the Colony 
by licensed gambling.” 2 : 

The Chairman here remarked that his 
oxperieuce of ;the ‘Chiriese, in suiting their, 
answers to what would be most acceptable, 
was quite contrary to that of some: of thy 
members who hadspuken. His own com- 
pradoro, who was well aware that he was 
at lirat favorable to the gambling liconso, 
had always been strenuotsly opposed to it; 
and one of tho oldest native residents of 
Cauton bad expressed to him much aston- 
ishment at ‘finding him in favor of such a 
measure, |Neither would have suid so had 
thoy not been sincore, 

This amendment havitig been seconded 
by Mr Duncanson, Mr Bosinan remarked 
that there was no Use expressing an opinion 
against tlie measure ‘unless they could pro- 
pose some remedy. ‘ 

Mr Taylor, in reply, stated that they had 
1a resolution prepared which provided fora 
romedy ; still he did- uot vbject to have a 
Gommittes. .

No. doubt, there had been ‘formerly much 
collusion with the Police, but things were 
now much changed; the force was now * 
superintuuded much mioge efficiently than 
it had ever been before, by a mau of edu- 
cation, ‘and one. who: was incapable of 
receiving any bribe or comitenancing ar 
Solinsion ; the general body: of the force 
was ofa amuoh bigher character than -ba- 
fore ; and..he therefora had no hesitation’ 
in proposing the motion which he would 
now read :—' That it is the upinion of this 
Chamber .that-our present Police Force, 
with the aid. of the influential portion. of . 
the Chinese: trading community (which 
} Would be readily given) are quite competent 
to suppress gambling almost entirely,” 
The respoctable classes were very much 
adverse to gambling, as it materially affect. 
od: their-iuterests, when their shroifs were 
}80 led away by’ the attractions of the gam- 
bling house, * - : 

Mr John Lapraik aaid that he had great

had sinos become very much opposed to 
it. There was nodoubt that Chinese pro- 
perty had: fatlen very much io value, and 
he was certain. that gambling hud a great 
deal to do with it. In mauy cases, property = 
-had depreciated from 25 to 30. per ‘vont., 
snd he kuew that auch was the case because 
he-had -a large agency in such’ business. 
This depreciation appeared to fall prin. 
cipally’ upon houses of about $18 or. $20 
monthly rental, a3 niany of the small shop. 
keepers bad. gone away, having lost the 
little money -they-had at gambling, He 
had ‘therefore no hesitation in. seconding 
the motion, ~ :

General Description— The, route: from 
Banka strait to singapore, outside Linga 
and ‘through: Rhio -strait, is the ove now 
commonly adopted by vessels proceeding ~ 
either way between Sunda strait and Siuga- 
pore, for’ the-reagong stated at page 8, that 
Rhio- atrait is safe, sholtered, ‘and easily 
navigable, the Dutch. Government having 
placed beacons on many of the dangers ; 
whereas:‘the. route outside Bintang is ex- 
posed in both monsoons, and the fairway is 
‘encumbered with: many rocks snd shoals, 
which render ‘it necessary for veasels -to 
keep ata long distance from the land.* - 

This route. is-particularly convenient for 
‘vessels leaving Singapore for Europe in tha 
N.E. monsoon, aud but few vessels now 
adopt any other, ~ By proceeding through 
Rhio atrait, they avoid the delay aud incon- 
venience so frequently experienced during 
that season in getting to sea by the main 
channel of Singapore strait, past Horeburgh 
lighthouse, In the SW. monsoon also, 
vossely ato frequently able to proceed to 
the southward much quicker by this route 
than by the outer cne, : :
